KING CHRISTIAN OF DENMARK 
HURT IN FALL FROM HORSE 


Nazi News Agency Reports Acci- 
dent to 72-Year-Old Ruler 
Causes Great Anxiety. 

BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Oct. 19 (AP).—King Chris- 
tian X of Venmark was injured 
today in a fall from his horse, and 
the accident, in view of his age, 
72, “is causing great anxiety

“The King, who recently recov- 
ered from a gall bladder infection, 
went on his habitual morning ride. 
Shortly after he left Amalienborg 
Castle (the royal palace) his horse 
shied for some unknown reason, 
then bolted,” the dispatch said.

The editorial in the Communist 
party. organ reviewed the Oct. 15 
statement of the Soviet Govern- 
ment calling for immiediate trial 
and punishment of any German 
ringleader “who, in the course of 
the war, has fallen into the hands. 
of states fighting against Hitlerite 
Germany.” 

Pravda said: 

“The victims of Fascist atroci- 
ties must be réevenged and this is 
an immediate necessity which 
should not be delayed.”

application form within the next 
few days should obtain one from 
his dealer. Each consumer, he ex- 
plained, should fill. in and sign the 
form and return it to his local 
rationing board immediately. ll 
forms must be by Oct. 26. 

Factors in Rationing. 

The amount of oil any individual 
consumer will receive for heating 
purposes during the winter, Meyer 
said, will be a percentage of the 
amount he used in the last heating 
season and will depend largely on 
whether the fuel has been used 
economically in the past. When- 
ever it is possible for a home own- 
er to convert from fuel oi] to some 
other form of heating, Meyer add- 
ed, he will be urged to do so. 

Each consumer must report the 
total number of gal used dur- 
size in square feet of the rooms 
for which heating is essential. This 
will not include recreation rooms, 
attics, basements, garages, sun 
rooms or any other space of a 
similar character. The amount of 
oil on hand Oct. 1 must be. re- 
ported. 5 

In no case will fuel oil coupons 
be given to anyone who has in- 
stalled any oil burning eqpipment 
in a new home since July 31, 1942, 
unless the foundations of the 
house were completed before that 


date. 
Dealerg to Register. 

Dealers will be required to regis- 
ter at 10 high schools in the city 
Oct. 27 and 28 In the county they 
will register on the same days with 
the War Price and Ration Board, 
27 South Meramec street, Clayton. 

Consumers of kerosene for light- 
ing and cooking and consumers of 
Diesel oil for farm equipment will 
be rationed and may obtain the 
proper forms in the city at filling 
stations or from their dealers. 
Forms will be available at 22 high 
schools in the county. .. 

The work of launching™the ra- 
tioning program will be done large- 
ly by volunteers. Computing will 
be done by about 300 mathematics 
students in city high schools. About

islation to draft 18-and-19-year-old 
men for military service with an 
assertion that “the very national 
existence is dependent” on the use 
of such men in the armed forces, 

Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky said he and Republican 
Leader McNary of Oregon had 
agreed to postpone Senate debate 
on the legislation until Thursday 
to permit absent Senators to re- 
turn. 

Reporting formally legislation 
similar to that passed overwhelm- 
ingly by the House Saturday, the 
Senate committee asserted that “if 
America is to survive, if it is to 
continue to be the home of de- 
mocracy and liberty, the induction 
of our 18-and-19-year old men can 
no longer be delayed.” 

“Flair for Soldiering” Cited. 

The committee said it was “im- 
pressed by the strong testimony of 
our military leaders that our Army, 
if it is to be a’ victorious gne, must 
utilize the special military qualifi- 
cations of 18 and 19 year old men.” 

“Members of these age groups 
are particularly fitted for military 
training and combat,” the report 
continued.

GUINEA, Oct. 18 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Allied airmen hurled their sec- 
ond big assault in ag many days 
against Japanese bases in the Sol- 
omons before dawn today in an 
offensive aimed at easing enemy 
pressure on American forces fight- 
ing on Guadalcanal, 

Flying Fortresses manned by 
Americans struck heavily at a big 
concentration of Japanese ships at 
Buin and probable hits were re- 
ported on three Japanese cruisers 
and a number of other vessels. 
Seven flying boats were destroyed. 

The raiders loosed 22 tons of 
bombs, including many 1000-pound- 
ers, despite unfavorable weather 
and one of the strongest concen- 
trations of anti-aircraft fire ever 
tossed up by the enemy. 

Runway lights stabbed clouds of 
dust as one by one the heavily 
loaded planes lumbered into the 
air to hit the enemy with one of 
the largest raids ever witnessed in 
the Southwest Pacific. 

Low-hanging clouds prevented 
observation of all the results, but 
pilots reported a large explosion 
‘shattered one of the ships which 
sustained a direct hit at Buin. 

Other Blows. 

These raids followed closely on 
smashing blows yesterday at Ra- 
baul, in New Britain, Buin and 
Buka, in the Solomons, and Sala- 
maua, New Guinea—all important 
sources of air support, reinforce- 
ments and supplies for Japanese 
forces at Guadalcanal. 

Capt. Paul Cool of Pontiac, 
Mich., led one flight against Ra- 
baul. His flight included Lieut.

The danger to Stalingrad still 
remained grave, with the Nazi at- 
tack concentrated into narrow 
salients in a desperate effort to 
achieve’ a final break-through. 
This was the fifty-sixth day of the 
battle for the Volga city. 

Russians Taking Heavy Toll. : 

The Soviet noon communique, 
which acknowledged the new 
enemy gain, did not give the loca- 
tion but presumably it was made 
in the northern factory area where 
earlier reports had placed the 
fiercest fighting. 

“Hundreds of enemy dead were 
left in the street and 18 tanks 
were knocked out,” the commun- 
ique said. It asserted 14 German 
planes supporting the attack were 
downed by Soviet air force pilots 
and anti-aircraft fire.

LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP).—<Allied 
bombers intend to disorganize the 
Nazi transportation system in Hol- 
land by smashing at railroad yards 
and canal shipping, The Nether- 
lands Government-in-Exile warned 
the home population last night. 

Dutch railway workers were told 
to stop work immediately when air 
alarms‘sounded and civilians were 
advised not to use railway trains 
during evening hours, 

“The German transportation sys- 
tem is overworked, with the result 
that weak spots have developed in 
the enemy’s war organization,” the 
broadcast statement said. “The 
Allies know these weak spots. They 
must strike as hard as they can to 
hasten the end of the war.” 

The -warning said that “trains 
standing on railway sidings during 
evenings and nights are likely to 
be bombed” and that freight trains 
also would be bombed by daylight 
whenever reconnaissance was pos- 
gible. Barges and other vessels on 
canals and rivers will be attacked 
by fighter planes. 

The statement acknowledged that 
the attacks would increase the dif- 
ficulties of the home population, 
but said the Government-in-Exile 
was counting on approval of the 
measures and added: “The Allies 
will, of course, spare the civilian 
population as much as possible.” 

The daylight flight Saturday of 
04 heavily loaded Royal Air Force 
Lancaster bombers to the Schnei- 
der armaments works at Le Creu- 
sot, in Occupied France, and the

The four-motored Lancasters, 
with no fighter escort, depended on 
surprise for success of their mis- 
sion. They approached the target 
from a tree-top height and dodged 
all but the smallest towns on the 
way. Bombs were dropped just-at 
dusk so the return home could be 
made under cover of darkness. 

The Lancasterg met little oppo- 
‘gition and only one plane was lost 
as compared to four United States 
bombers lost on the Lille raid. 
Alr Marshal’s Congratulations. 

As Air Marshal A. T. Harrig of 
the bomber command expressed it 
‘in a message of congratulations to 
the crews, they had reac home 
virtually “without bending a rivet.” 

Joe McLaughlin, one of the few 
Americans in the raid, described 
it as a “‘good show—completely 
oO K.” 

McLaughlin, of Boston, Mass., 
and Tulsa, Ok., was the navigator 
of the second Lancaster to reach 
the target. 

“T sanuied the bombs drop di- 
rectly on tremendous sheds,” he 
‘gaid. “The raid was a complete 
surprise and we had practically no 
opposition.” 

McLaughlin has been a member 
of the R. A. F, for two years. 

“Buildings just flopped apart,” 
gaid one pilot. There would be a 
red flash and a house “wasn’t there 
any more,” he added. 

While the main weight of bombs 
probably will be continued to be 
delivered by night, the Saturday 
raid indicated that specialized jobs 
will be carried out in daylight 
‘with the technique and equipment 
best suited for each target and 
mission. 

Warning by Churchill. 

In the midst of heartening signs, 
however, the British didnot lose 
sight of the constant threat ‘of 
mass German attacks on England.

Judge Flushed, Excited.

I heard 
them beating him—that is, I could 
hear the whacks of blows, and hear 
Brinkley grunt and cry out as they

The recommendation was made, 
he said, “in order that established 
family life will not be unnecessar- 
ily disrupted.” 

At the same time, McNutt cau- 
tioned women not to leave their 
home towns to seek” work or job- 
training without first registering 
with their nearest United States 
Employment Service offices to as- 
certain where work or training was 
available. 

He called, however, for intensi- 
fied recruiting and training of ac- 
ceptable woman workers on a vol- 
untary basis in all phases of war 
production and essential civilian 
activities where need had become 
evident. 

Basic Standards. 

The policy statement included 
among the “basic national stand- 
ards” for induction of women into 
the labor market these comments: 

Women should be admitted on a 
basis of equality with men to all 
forms of training and to employ- 
ment in any occupations in which 
“they are or can be fitted,” and 
should have “free access of fore- 
men’s, supervisory and technical 
jobs.” 

Wage rates should be deter- 
mined “on the basis of the work 
performed, irrespective of sex.” 

Women should not work more 
than six days and a total of 48 
hours in any week except in emer- 
gencies.

Capt. Kenneth McCullar of 
Batesville, Miss. who has been 
dropping plenty of bombs on the 
Japanese in recent raids, stuck 
around until near dawn and 
dropped. two big bombs alongside 
a seaplane tender, 

“My bombardier, Lieut. Robert 
Butler of St. Pauls, N. C., yelled 
that tracers were coming right 
into his bombsight so I pulled up 
sharply,” Capt. McCullarre- 
counted. “Our bombs hit ‘within 
50 to 75 feet of a ship, spraying 
it with bomb fragments.” 

Starting for home at dawn, Capt. 
McCullar’s plane saw three Japan- 
ese Zeros take off from Buin and 
they followed along for 25 minutes, 
but only one of them attempted to 
press home an attack. 

The attacking Zero, Capt. Mc- 
Cullar said, would race ahead and 
then come in headlong, pulling off 
sharply to avoid turret fire. With 
each run the American plane crew 
was pouring 400 rounds at the 
enemy craft. 

“T put our plane right above the 
water top,” Capt. McCullar said.

FIFTH COLUMN DISRUPTED 
AIR-RAID WARNING SYSTEM 
IN PHILIPPINES, OW! SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP), 


N air-raid warnin 
carefully set up in ‘ee Paty. 
ippines was “disrupted by 
fifth column agents before it 
had once functioned,” the Office 
> War Information reported to- 
ay. 

Stressing the importance of 
an adequate warning system to 
the successful operation of com- 
bat planes in its report on 
American aircraft, OWI said 
that as the battle for the Philip- 
pines wore southward “there 
was often none at all.” ‘ 

“Furthermore,” OWI  con- 
tinued, “Our fighter pilots were 
without the technical equipment 
~—detectors, etc. — to prepare 
themselves for the approach of 
the enemy. The result was that 
in many raids the first notice 
came when the enemy’s planes 
were sighted. If our fighters 
were already in the air they 
had a fair chance of getting up 
and doing battle with the enemy 
or, as happened more often, of 
waiting for the enemy pursuit 
to come down to them and then 
slugging it out.” 


altitudes to co-operate with ground 
forces and have frequently bested 
the most highly vaunted of German 
aircraft. The P-39 was accorded an 
extra good mark for work in the 
Aleutians against the Japanese. 

“In the Pacific,” OWI added, 
“Army flying equipment can hard-

The agency pointed out that in 
China, where the American Volun- 
teer Group flew P-40s with the aid 
of the excellent Chinese air raid 
warning system, the American 
ships destroyed 218 Japanese planes 
with the loss of 84 American. But 
in the February raid on Port Dar- 
win, Australia, eight of 10 P-40s 
were shot down by the Japanese, 
mostly because of lack of warning. 
Likewise in the Philippines, Army 
craft were hampered because the: 
“air raid warning system was dis- 
rupted by fifth columnists* before 
it had once functioned.” ; 

Falling back continuously on in- 
adequate fields, with inadequate 
facilities, all through the Japanese 
drive to the Southwest Pacific, 
“P-40s performance was decidedly 
less than standard for its own ca- 
pabilities,” OWI said. 

“In the vital European theater,” 
the report said, “appraisal of our 
older fighter types—the Bell P-39 
and Curtiss P-40—compels the con- 
clusion that they are not right for 
operation under today’s high-alti- 
tude tactics in England,... 3 

“Two newer fighter types, the 
twin-engined Lockheed P-38 (Light- 
ning) and the single-engined Re- 
public P-47 (Thunderbolt), are in 
production and show great promise 
as high-altitude pursuit planes. Yet 
the public should be warned (a) 
that neither plane is the complete 
answer to the fighter problem 
(probably no plane ever will be) 
and (b) that neither has been test- 
ed adequately in battle.” 

While contending that battle re- 
ports have established the suprem- 
acy, within their own fields, of the 
four-engined Flying Fortress and 
Liberator bombers, the OWI dis- 
puted claims of superiority some- 
times made for the four-motored 
Lancaster bomber of the British 
Royal Air Force. The Lancaster, 
OWI said, can carry a heavier load 
of bombs only because it is de- 
signed to fly much lower and carry. 
less gasoline on shorter missions. 
Stripped to do the same kind of 
job, the American planes could 
easily increase their.bomb load. 

Much space was devoted to the 
While American 
air-cooled engines are generally re- 
garded as world peers, the report 
stated that “the only liquid-cooled 
engine of American design now in 
mass production and general mili- 
tary use is the Allison (used in 
P-88, P-39 and P-40), Its develop- 
ment was late in starting and was 
carried on under great difficulties.

Two U. S. Officers Reach Australia 
From Philippines After 159 Days 


Enemy. 


Veterans of Bataan Met Months After U. S. 
Surrender, Made 58-Day Voyage in Na- 
tive-Built Boat—Narrow Escapes From

stralia after a dramatic escape 
from the Philippines and a 159-day 
journey by foot and small boat. 

“We arrived here not by any ex- 
pert navigation, but by the grace 
of God,” Osborne declared, 

During their long southward trip, 
which ended Oct. il, the officers 
hid by day and traveled by night, 
several times escaping by a narrow 
margin encounters with Japanese 
troops and ships. 

They survived a_.machine-gun- 
ning by a Japanese plane almost 
within sight of Australia and once 
sailed by two Japanese cruisers 
which ignored them. 

ite the hardships they en- 
dured, both men put on weight 
during the trip. 


Used Native-Built Boat. 


The final lap of the voyage was 
made in a 22-foot native-built .mo- 
torboat, in which the adventurers 
set out on Aug. 15. They com- 
pleted their 1500-mile journey by 
making a landfall within 15 miles 
of the point they had set as their 
goal,” 

The log which they kept during 
the trip ended with this entry: 

“We close this log with much re- 
lief and rejoicing.” 

Both men apparently were in ex- 
cellent physical condition when 
they reached Australia. | 

Osborne, an infantry officer, 
fought on Bataan Peninsula in the 
Philippines with a Filipino unit 
and refused to surrender when 
American forces were forced to 
capitulate. Instead he elected to 
make a break for freedom with a 
Filipino officer and two Filipino 
privates? 

The four went into the moun- 
tains, cut back to the shore and 
rowed for 18 hours across Manila 
Bay. They then struck across the 
mountains south of Manila, work- 
ing their way southward by night 
until they finally found refuge in 
the wilds near Taal volcano, where 
they separated. 


Ate Wild Fruits. 

Osborne began two months’ ex- 
istence as a fugitive living on na- 
tive foodstuffs, wild fruits and 
vegetables and always seeking a 
means of escape. 

Gause, an airman assigned tem- 
porarily to service with ground 
troops during the battle of Bataan, 
was en route to the front lines 
shortly before the capitulation. 

He unexpectedly encountered a 
Japanese armored truck but 
jumped into a river bed and hid 
there all night. The next night 
he picked his way through Jap- 
anese troops sleeping feet to feet 
‘on mats scattered along the river. 

His luck finally failed him, how- 

ever, for after swimming along 
the coast he went ashore and was 
captured by the enemy. 
_ “I figured that if I was going 
to get away I’d better go before 
the Japs got organized and 
rounded up the prisoners under 
guard,” he said, 

“So I made a break for it and. 
swam to a.boat anchored some 
distance off shore. They spotted 
me while I was swimming and 
fired a few rifle shots, but missed.

On Aug. 15, with the American 
flag fiying boldly from the mast- 
head, they set sail on a voyage 
which was to last 58 days. 


Three Days of Silence. 


Asked how they got along to- 
gether on the long trip, Gause 
said: 

“Once we didn’t speak to each 
other for three days, but we knew 
our survival depended on our pull- 
ing together.” 

They lived on fish and rice, some 
of which they obtained from na- 
tives, but took a desperate chance 
each time they went ashore be- 
cause Japanese patrols were active. 

They had a map on a large scale 
and a compass—their only navi- 
gating equipment. Gause was the 
navigator. 

After surviving a two-day ty- 
phoon early in September that 
tossed their boat around like an 
egg shell, Gause noted in the log: 

“T’ve seen everything now in the 
way of bad weather.” 

The old boat labored and panted 
and several times they were forced 
to beach the craft to plug leaks 
and caulk spreading seams, 

When they ran short of oil they 
went ashore and got coconut oil 
from the natives, which they 
mixed with their own dwindling

HE history of sieges con- 
«ducted at the ends of long 
lines of communications is not 
without its grains of comfort for 
the gallant defenders’ of Stalin- 
grad. Barring those cases in 
which fortified places have been 
reduced in early stages of the 
operations, usually by the applica- 
tion of overwhelming numerical 
superiority, supply and communi- 
cations have in the end been de- 
cisive in most cases. 


The siege of Sevastopol during 
the Crimean war (1854-56) is a 
case in point, for it was actually 
possible for the British and French 
to send supplies and reinforce- 
ments by sea from their home 
ports to the Crimea in a shorter 
time than the Russians could send 
them from Moscow by the bad 
roads which then were almost the 
only  intercommunications of 
Russia. Here the Allies were suc- 
cessful in the end. 


The successful defense of Gib- 
raltar during the long siege of 
1779-1783 was largely due to the 
superiority of the British sea com- 
munications over the French and 
Spanish land communications; the 
British fleet threw major supplies 
into the fortress no less than three 
times besides innumerable smaller 
ventures. 


Port Arthur was taken by the 
Japanese in the war of 1904-05 be- 
cause it was possible for them 
to cut off the freighters from all 
outside communications and the 
Russian Baltic fleet did not arrive 
in time to upset these conditions, 
even had it been strong enough 
to do so. But the great siege of 
Verdun in the last war ended in 
failure because the Germans could 
not stop the French traffic on the 
famous road from Bar-Le-Duc and 
in this war Tobruk was success- 
fully defended for seven months 
because no Axis effort could com- 
pletely cut the communications of 
that fortress. 


At Stalingrad, the Germans are 
making a really tremendous effort 
at the end of a very long and 
arduous line of communications, 
while they have not been able to 
isolate the city. The Russian line 
of communications is much short- 
er than the German, and the com- 
munications of the Soviet relieving 
forces are even better than those 
with the garrison. 


Under these conditions it is not 
surprising that the Nazi attacks, 
having failed to carry the city in 
the first phase of the operations, 
now are intermittent, with consid- 
erable breathing spaces between 
each effort; the renewal of the at- 
tacks coming each time that it 
becomes possible to build up a4 
fresh echelon of troops and weap- 
ons and to renew the supplies in 
the advance depot. 

Each such attack seems to gain 
a little ground, for a tremendous 
price, but ‘none have been decisive 
and the spirit of the defenders re- 
mains unbroken. It must be

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How did Hitler put Nazi Germany on a total war 
basis? This question occurred to the Post-Dispatch, 
as @ possible means of throwing light‘on our own 
problems, and it asked Louis Lochner, veteran Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, for the answer, Mr. 
Lochner, who spent 14 years in Germany prior to 
his recent departure, answered the question in con- 
vincing fashion in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. Indeed, 
the promptness and vigor of Nazi Germany's action 
on the domestic front, compared with our delays 
and indecisiveness, are enough to catch one’s breath. 

When did Nazi Germany begin to ration food? 
On Sept. 1, 1939, the very day war was declared. 
Hardly had Hitler stepped down from the Reichstag 
rostrum on that day when Hitler Youth formations 
began visiting each household in the Reich with 
bread cards, meat cards, sugar cards and other ra⸗ 
tioning cards restricting each person to a certain: 
amount of food. We in this country still eat just 


After three years of war, and nearly one year 
of active participation, our production for civilian 
uses is still 50 per+cent of total production. In 
Germany, 80 per cent of productive capacity is now 
devoted to war, and only 20 per cent goes for 
civilian consumption. 

When did Germany begin to ration clothing? 
Again, the answer is Sept. 1, 1939. Since that date, 
the clothing purchasable by Germany has been not 
only restricted in quantity, but also in quality. 

This restriction is severe in both cases. To be fully 
clothed, Germans have been compelled to ransack 
attics for discarded clothing of other years, to add 
to the few things they can buy in the stores. But 
German cloth is an ersatz of wood fiber with a very 
small admixture of wool or cotton. Leather shoes, 
except for the military, are practically unknown. 

Do the Germans ration gas and tires? It is to 
laugh. Three years ago, the civilian automobile 
practically disappeared from the streets and roads 
of Germany. Instead of our gradual rationing of 
gas and tires, the Germans seized private automo- 
biles when war was declared. Mr. Lochner’s own 
car was marked for Government seizure Sept. 1, 
1939, and he got it back only after proving that for- 
eign correspondents were exempt from the seizure 
order. 

When Lochner speaks of restrictions on travel, 
he refers to railway travel. In order to go from 
Berlin to Stuttgart, or between any other two places 
in Germany, the citizen must dare governmental 
displeasure. To take one of the few remaining ex- 
press trains, he must have a special permit showing 
that the trip is necessary in the national interest. 

Long ago, scxap collection in Germany was put 
on a systematic and continuing basis, with Govern- 
ment agents making house-to-house canvasses and 
dragging precious metal from alcoves, basements 
and attics. 

Even before the war, Nazi Germany instituted 
rigid manpower control. Farmers had to stay on 
the farms, while industrial workers were practically 
frozen on their jobs. Once the war began, the con- 
trol of manpower-was intensified. Wage control was 
clamped down along with price control. 

Mr. Lochner etches in his picture of wartime Ger- 
many with many interesting details. When he left 
last May, the store’ were empty of many of what 
we consider simple necessities: toothpaste, shoe 
laces, buttons, glass jars for canning, suspenders, 
floor wax, dust cloths and string. When a woman 
went shopping, she was asked to bring paper, if she 
had any, to wrap her purchases because of the short- 
age of paper bags. Now the stores, especially the 
small stores, have practically empty shelves, and it 
ig a privilege to be able to buy what few things 
Temain. ; 

Against this picture of. wholesale deprivation of 
the civilian population, the vast armies of Germany 
are equipped with the best clothing, fed with good 
food, while their weapons—from airplanes to small 
arms—consume the wealth of the nation. Germany, 
as Goering insisted long ago, hag guns instead 
of butter. The needs of civilians are sacrificed ruth- 
lessly to the demands of total war. 

It would be well to keep in mind Mr. Lochner’s 
picture of wartime Germany as our own wartime 
controls are hesitatingly and reluctantly placed in 
effect. While we began the war in a far more ad- 
vantageous position than Germany, so far as re- 
sources are concerned, we have since found that 
the boasted riches of the United States have a def- 
inite limit. In many respects, we are already scrap- 
ing bottom. 

We think Mr. Lochner has given the country a 
valuable—an invaluable—object lesson. He has 
shown us the full meaning of gotal war in domestic 
economy.

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A NEW MOVE AGAINST WARTIME STRIKES. 


The War Labor Board is again preparing to 
make a determined effort toward eliminating the 
sporadic wildcat strikes which have plagued war 
industry despite the no-strike pledge made by all 
labor organizations soon after Pearl Harbor. The 
board finds that while these strikes have not been 
great in number, their damage cannot be estimated 
merely in man-hours lost; that a work stoppage in 
one plant can disrupt the flow of production at a 
number of other plants. 

The WLB in its new three-point program recog- 
nizes that the employer as well as labor has an obli- 
gation in eliminating strikes. It demands that “man- 
agement should be and remain above suspicion in 
its handling of all grievances,” and should leave no 
room in the minds of workers for a suspicion that 
it is attempting to take advantage of their no-strike 
pledge. It is up to the worker, however, to realize 
that “no grievance, however great, justifies an inter- 
ruption of war production.”

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THOSE UNNECESSARY SPECIAL. ELECTIONS,

So Mr. Donnell has now decided to leave the spe- 
cial elections on the early dates. Meantime, there 
is a possibility that the dates may be made to coin- 
cide through action of the Sheriffs in the counties 
involved. Sheriffs, however, are politicians, and 
politicians seldom are averse to spending the peo- 
ple’s money on elections or anything else which 
has its precinct uses.

Autumn in America

IRST.a hickory leaf here and there, 
F twirling down by itself, in the dog-days, 

forete the American autumn. A 
sumac, waving a painted frond, adds its 
promise, An aspen, among dark needle 
forests, fires up with tremulous gold. And 
by that time there are asters like a rime of 
frost across the boggy pastures and golden- 
rod is bobbing underneath a freight of rest- 
less bees all under the oaks in the high- 
wood, 

Now, even into city streets, where the 
air is stagnant with the dust and fumes 
of our intensive human dwelling, a breath 
comes tingling, sparkling from the north 
woods; insistently it follows even the com- 
muter a few steps down into the subway 
and manages to squeeze through the re- 
volving doors at the street level of the 
office. 

In the street trees there is a swift pass- 
ing—for those who notice it—of the mi- 
grant birds on their southbound way; 
there are calls and cries, not heard in sum- 
mer, where warbler and ‘whitethroat spar- 
row go slipping; there is a great clamor 
among the grackles who as yet hardly mean 
business; there is a business-like foregath- 
ering of purple finches who are serious- 
minded birds that depart when they say 
they are going to. : 

So even the serf of the curbside knows 
by a feeling in his bones, at least, that au- 
tumn has returned, and that there is high 
adventure, somewhere, if not certainly for 


him.

Out in the country, the Indian corn is 
gathered once again, and farm children go 
out to turn the pumpkin’s colder cheek to 
the sun; the country gardens shine with cos- 
mos and zinnia by day and flower by night 
with -hoar frost; the cider runs again from 
the old presses and the numb salamander, 
tiger-striped, scarcely stirs upon the spring- 
house steps strewn with gold pages from 
the book of summer. 

The poets have had a lot to say of au- 
tumn, but most of them were Old World 
singers, and they speak of mellowness and 
harvest, and they weep for beauty slain and 

e end of health and wealth and Jenny’s 
kisses, Not so does autumn come to Amer- 
ica, the land where it has its throne, No- 
where else on earth is there so rich an 
autumn wildflower flora, nor such winy, 
world’s-end sunsets. Nowhere else a harv- 
est of butternuts and hickory, of kingnut, 
wild pecan and chinquapin. 

The steppes are at their glory, it is said, 
in spring, and by summer are already sere. 
The prairies, from times aboriginal, have 
floweréd in autumn, with blazing-star and 


mine as they die, 

From the first, the new-come settlers to 
this new-found land saw that autumn was 
our crowning season. So they gave a new 
name to it—the name of fall. To English 
ears, I'm told, this Yankeeism sounds un- 
poetic and almost illiterate. To our an- 
cestors the fall of the leaves, in the close- 
pressing 


game was fat and plenty, and the pawpaw 
and persimmon were ripe and plashy on 
the stem. 

And it seemed to the pioneers that the 
autumn winds, out of the West, blew them 
the tang of. destiny. So they rode, or 
walked, upwind, under the tapestries of 
autumn, and the purple vervain bowed be- 
neath their wheels and the black walnuts 
rained sweet kernels at their feet. 

This national feeling that autumn belongs 
to America is not just a provincial fancy. 
If there is one thing on which European 
observers are agreed to yield the honors 
to a country which they view: askance in 
so many things, it is the way that nature 
does up autumn in the North American 
Continent. Kipling and Lord Bryce have 
paid.their tribute. Audubon gloried in the 
American fall, : . 

Even from Mrs. Trollope, the harshest 
critic we ever had, not excepting Dickens, 
our fall wrung reluctant admiration. 


Mrs, Trollope was amazed and puzzled, 
as others have been, at the ‘warmth and

535,642 votes for it to 445,194

The Qircuit Judicial] Commission 
consists of five members, the chair- 
man being the presiding judge of 
the Court of Appeals serving the 
district in which the Circuit is. 
Two are lawyers elected by the 
lawyers of the Circuit and two 
are non-lawyers appointed by the 
Governor, 


The voters have the right to re- 
ject any judge appointed under the 
system. After an appointment has 
been made the judgeis on trial for 
about a year. His term continues 
only until Dec. 31 following the 
next general election after his ap- 
pointment, providing 12 months 
time has elapsed. He can remain 
in office after that only if the vot- 
ers approve him at the election at 
which the question, “Shall Judge 
of the Court 
be retained in office,” is submitted. 

Any judge holding office at the 
time of the adoption of the resolu- 
tion retains office until the expira- 
tion of the term for which he was 
elected, when he must submit him- 
self to the voters. As a result at 
the election Nov. 3, two Judges of 
the Supreme Court, seven Circuit 
Judges in St. Louis, two Circuit 
Judges in Jackson County and the 
Probate Judges in St, Louis and in 
Jackson County, will be before the 
voters for approval or rejection, 


One Appointment Up to Now. 

Although the plan has been in 
effect nearly two years only one 
appointment so far has been made 
by the Governor, Circuit Judge 
William H. Killoren in St. Louis 
to succeed the late Judge Frank 
Cc. O'Malley. Judge Killoren hav- 
ing been on the bench 12 months 
before the election, his name will 
be submitted to the voters. 


While these provisions remove 
the courts from politics as far as 
it is humanly possible to do in the 
selection of judges, the plan 
adopted in 1940 -contains dn addi- 
tional safeguard. It prohibits 
judges from making political con- 
tributions, directly or indirectly, 
and prohibits them from holding 
any party office, and from taking 
part in any political campaign. 

What would the politicians and 
political lawyers substitute for this 
plan? 

A committee of 23 members of 
the Missouri Bar Association in a 
formal report gave it as their com- 
bined legal opinion that adoption 
of the Lauf amendment at the 
election would mean that there 
was no law in the State covering 
the election of these judges, and 
that the Legislature would have 
the power to set up any kind of 
a system it desired. 

In other words, the political Leg- 
islature, which might or might not 
be as bad as Legislatures which 
have preceded it, would decide how 
judges were to be chosen. 

Basis of Opinion. 

This opinion was based on the 
legal theory that when the Non- 
Partisan Court plan was adopted 
it acted to repeal all constitutional 
and statutory provisions in conflict 
with it, thus that it repealed the 
provisions for the nomination and 
election of judges, and that the 
repeal of the repealer would not 
bring back to life dead provisions 
of the law.

Nervous Tension Before First Encounter Is 
Not So Much Due to Personal Fear as 
to Anxiety Over Doing Job Right.

duced no greater marvel than the 
adaptability of our airmen—most 
of them mere boys in years—to 
the complicated science of waging 
war from the skies. 
We have seen this in the battle 
in the Pacific. And we are see 
ing it now as our bombers begin 
to scourge Hitler’s defenses in 
Western Europe. 
The vast majority of our airmen 
aren’t even veteran flyers, to say 
nothing of their innocence in actual 
combat. Yet we now see them tak- 
ing to the air in great four-en- 
gined bombers which they wouldn't 
have been allowed to touch before 
we came into the war. Only tried 
master pilots were permitted to en- 
ter these sacred fortresses of the 
clouds. ° 
This transition of an airman 
from a novice to a proved warrior 
is more or less an instantaneous 
thing. It is a mental reaction 
which comes when he first goes 
under fire. On that reaction de- 
pends whether his mind auto- 
matically becomes a cool, sure, 
fast-thinking machine or whether 
it collapses. And no man can tell 
in advance how his mind will act. 
Pre-Raid Tension. 
Naturally the period of prepara- 
tion for the first raid causes great 
nerve tension. Many airmen al- 
ways experience considerable 
strain no matter how many times 
they “go over the top.” 
That’s easy to understand. Think 
of an actor and his first night, or 
a runner waiting for the gun, or a 
patient waiting for the surgeon’s 
knife or even for the dentist. Then 
multiply these comparatively tri- 
fling nerve strains a thousand 
times. 
The tension before raids involves 
three things: Fear of being afraid; 
fear of doing something which will 
endanger one’s comrades or the 
‘|safety of a great warplane; and 
fear of failing to execute the mis- 
sion against the enemy. The 
thought of personal safety is so 
deeply submerged that it is diffi- 
cult to find. 
Intermingled with these, of 
course, are many other thoughts. I 
encountered one which impressed 
me immensely.

That was Hughes’ 
fourth raid, but the first time he 
had encountered fighters. 

The Germans ;poured fire into 
the American plane. Hughes’ bot- 
tom turret gunner was killed by a 
bullet, the left waist and right 
waist gunners were badly hurt, and 
the radio operator wounded. The 
bomber itself was so shot up 
Hughes thought he never could 
get home. Still he kept on flying 
with two of his four engines dead. 
When he reached the English Chan- 
nel with the Nazis still on his tail, 
he came down and prepared to 
land on the water, but at this crit> 
ical moment the enemy left him 
and he finally staggered ashore 
with his freight of trouble. 


Hughes told me his nerves were 
steady. He had no panic. He was 
just too busy for that. As soon as 
he brought the ship down, how- 
ever, he collapsed on the grass be- 
Side it, and just about passed out. 
Then there was Lieut. R. Bur- 
bridge, bombardier of Louisiana. 
Mo. He has been on six raids and 
these days he has only one thing 
on his mind. He has a job to do. 
That is to find the target, then 
hold his bombs until the right in- 
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seem to locate or silence them. 

Most of Rzhev itself must be a 
shambles of bombed and burned 
saw fires which Russian bombers 
buildings by now.

So the Germans’ 
positions are being bitten off sys- 
tematically and the steel ring 
closes slowly but ever tighter 
around Rzhev. 


On Oct. 2, the Germans tried to 
recapture the offensive in one 
sector of this front at the moment 
we were visiting it. They had 
used their bombers repeatedly and 
attacked with great vigor. But 
they lost 700 men and 20 tanks 
and were driven back without 
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everywhere, and in addition 
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Germans in Rzhev are getting a 
big mouthful of what they have 
administered to other cities and 


from Vyazma now severed, the 
Nazis are certain to have an in- 
creasingly unhappy time trying ~-to 
hold on. 

Today the war along the Rzhev 
front impresses you as remarkably 
similar to that on the Western 
Front in the First World War—a 
front where the defenders are 
strongly entrenched, where every 
natural position is fortified to the 
utmost and where the opposing 
forces still are so nearly equal in 
strength that a major break- 
through can hardly be expected. 
But this attrition process of the 
next few weeks or months will be 
the bitterest kind of medicine for 
the Germans to take. 

On this one sector the Red Army 
is picking its own time for each op- 
eration, and even though no sen- 
sational news reports are being is- 
sued about the Rzhev front, the 
Russians here are neither wasting 
time nor standing still. Here the 
Red Army is giving an exhibition 
of what it can do to Germans 
everywhere in Russia once it gets

Bell-P-39 (Airacobra). Single- 
engine, liquid-cooled. A part shar- 
er in the criticism heaped on the 
P-40, the P-39 has roughly the same 
limitations and the same positive 
virtues. Developments now being 
made in this design give the prom- 
ise of much improved performance 
while retaining all its virtues, in- 
cluding splendid visibility for the 
pilot in missions co-operating with 
ground troops. Armed with a can- 
non a8 well as machine guns, it is 
also a powerful ground-strafing 
craft. 

North American P-51 (Mustang). 
Single-engine, liquid-cooled. New- 
est of the Allison-powered United 
States pursuits, the P-51 has been 
quietly developed. It did not come 
prominently into public notice until 
the British had used it in the raid 
on Dieppe. One of the fastest 
fighters in the world, it has roughly 
the same limitations on altitude 
performance of other single-en- 
gined Allison craft. Improvement 
in the power plant and other tech- 
nical changes promise a sensa- 
tional improvement in the altitude 
performance of this airplane. 


Newer Types. 

Lockheed P-38 (Lightning). A 
two-engine, liquid-cooled pursuit 
plane, the P-38 has so far had only 
limited tests in action, notably in 
the Aleutians. Its performance 
has been brilliant. Turbo-super- 
charged, it has excellent high alti- 
tude performance. Its long range 
(exceeding the range of the Spit- 
fire, Messerschmitt 109 and Focke- 
Wulf (190) and its great firepower 
give it real promise as an escort 
to our high-altitude bombers. At 
its best altitude it is one of the 
world’s. fastest fighting aircraft. 

evertheless, constant improve-

- Republic P-47 (Thunderbolt). 
Powered by one of the largest 
United States air-cooled engines, 
the P-47 has been thoroughly test- 
ed, is in service and in production. 
It is turbo-supercharged, heavily 
armed and has a greater high 
speed than the P-38 at extreme 
altitudes. Its trial by battle is not 
far off. 

Gruman F-4F (Wildcat), The 
Navy’s standard fighter, as of to- 
day, the F-+F is unquestionably 
the best carrier fighter now in 
battle service. Powered with an 
air-cooled engine, with two-speed 
supercharger, it has shown altitude 
performance that comes close to the 
Zero. Its lower rate of climb and

HEAVY BOMBERS. 

Boeing B-17 (Flying Fortress). A 
tried and thoroughly tested model 
with an unequaled combat record 
(four engines, air-cooled turbo-su- 
percharged), the B-17 is essentially 
a high-altitude, long-range bomber 
designed for precision destruction 
of restricted targets at great 
ranges. Often compared, some- 
times unfavorably, with the British 
Lancaster, it is not in the same 
category. While it is primarily de- 
#igned for day bombing, it is easily 
- convertible in the field for night 


bombing at lower altitudes and 4 


shorter ranges, with greater loads. 


This dual function is not possible | 
with the specially designed, slower |% 


night bombers. The Lancaster is 
designed for night bombing, hence 
has much less altitude and speed 
performance, but is capable of car- 
rying a heavier bomb load on short 
and middle distance missions. In 
it armament equipment, the B-17 
has been most inaccurately charac- 
terized as deficient. The fact is 
that it is one of the most heavily 
armed bombers in the world. It

A light (two-engine, air-cooled) 
bomber widely used by the British 
in the European and Egyptian 
theaters. Flexible in its perform- 
ance, it also has been employed 
with modifications as a heavy 
fighter. It is unquestionably 5 
of the best in its class. 


Douglas SBD (Dauntless). py es 
counterpart A-24). The Navy’s 
carrier-based standard dive borab- 
er (single engine, air-cooled), this 
craft is the best in the world in 
its category. Asa land-based craft 
it may find its equal or even its 
superior in the Germans’ latest 
Dornier and Junkers multi-motored 
craft. It shortly will be supple- 
mented by a newer design now in 
production. 


Douglas TBD (Devastator). The 
Navy’s standard torpedo bomber 
when we entered the war, this 
single-engine, air-cooled aircraft 
was as good as the best in service 
in any navy. Yet development al- 
ready under way soon caught up 
with it and it is being replaced 
by the: 

Grumman TBF (Avenger). Sin- 
gle-engine, air-cooled. This plane 
made its battle debut at Midway. 
A bigger, more powerful and in all 
respects more advanced airplane, 
the TBF is the best carrier-based 
torpedo plane so far seen in action 
in the war. 


PATROL, RECONNAISSANCE 
AND MISCELLANEOUS. 

In this field, United States de- 
velopment has been satisfactory in 
quality. The Navy’s patrol bomb- 
ers are the equals of any in the 
world, and in range (the basic ne- 
cessity of the work of such craft) 
they are probably superior. One of 
the Navy’s types, the famous PBY, 
has been criticised for lack of 
speed. Such craft are not built for 
speed, but for ability to stay long 
hours in the air and to land on 
rough water for refueling and serv- 
icing. In these capabilities the 
PBY is a superior aircraft. Its em- 
ployment, however, is now over- 
shadowed by later types, notably 
the new Consolidated and Martin 
patrol boats. 

In the Army air forces the re- 
quirements of a plane for every 
task have brought into the military 
field many aircraft not mentioned 
in the foregoing summary. They 
range. from troop carriers andin 
transports down to the “grasshop- 
per” planes for liaison, fine artil- 
lery fire adjustment, etc. These 
types are very good, on the aver- 
age, and many of the newer craft 
are definitely superior to compara- 
ble equipment in other air forces. 
Rising production in this general 
category should give the United 
States air forces the best equip- 
ment of this kind in the world.

on which cannot be ignored. On 
ithe other hand, unless the mili- 
tary are reasonably confident that 
by keeping up their attacks they 
can win in the end, they must 
represent to their political supe- 
riors that eventual failure will be 
more damaging in the moral sense 
the longer the attacks are con- 
tinued. 


From the strictly military point 
of view, Stalingrad: is of great im- 
portance as possible winter quar- 
ters. No matter how ruined its 
condition, it will afford more shel- 
ter than the open steppe. If the 
Germans are to remain on the 
Volga this winter, they must have 
Stalingrad. Otherwise a retirement 
to the Don and probably to the 
Manych farther south is about the 
best they can hope for. 

It will: be some time yet before 
winter. will begin to check the 
Nazi attacks on Stalingrad itself; 
but if it is now a ‘question of es- 
tablishing a winter line, the Ger- 
mans must allow some time for 
digging in and providing shelter. 
They must have already made up 
their minds as to what they are 
going to do; if they have not, 
their condition will be bordering 
on the disastrous should they con- 
tinue the attacks on Stalingrad too 
long and still fail to take the city 
in the end. 

Should the Stalingrad operations 
end in failure, it may be expected 
that the Nazis may try—as they 
did on one or two occasions last 
year—a “prestige” attack on some 
other sector of the Russian front. 
Leningrad would seem a likely lo- 
cation for such an operation, and 
there are some reports of a shift 
of German forces and siege ma- 
terials in that direction. 

The present time of year, when 
ice impedes the Russian supply 
traffic on Lake Ladoga but is not 
yet strong enough to bear traffic 
itself, ig favorable for a Nazi at- 
tack on Leningrad from the sup- 
ply viewpoint. But the season is 
growing very short for large scale 
operations in that part of Russia.

CHAPTER 1. . 

HIS story is as personal as a 
T tootnache a liking for spinach 

or a taste in fancy ties. It is 
the story of the things I saw and 
the people I met in a year’s roving 
from one theater of war to an- 
other. In no sense is it intended 
to be an analytic discussion of ma- 
jor military or political campaigns, 
nor is it intended to be a summing 
up of the war effort made by Brit- 
ain or Russia during tat time. 

The American-Japanese conflict 
is 10,000 miles from where I’m 
writing this, and all I know about 
that is the little I’ve read in the 
papers. 

A foreign correspondent travels 
more, travels faster, learns less 
and sees less than any known form 
of animal or plant life. This book 
will be an affirmation of that 
proposition. Occasionally, one of 
us is privileged to be on the scene 
when events of interest are taking 
place. Usually this is sheer luck. 

Occasionally, through no desire 
of our own, we find ourselves in 
dangerous spots. When that hap- 
pens we write stories glorifyifig 
our intrepid behavior during the 
danger by using the well-known 
method of mock modesty first as- 
sumed successfully by Richard 
Harding Davis, the father of our 
craft. 


Many important things have hap- 
pened during the past year. The 
first.great event, heralding whole- 
hearted participation in the war by 
America, was the Atlantic Confer- 
ence between Winston Churchill 
and Franklin Roosevelt. This was 
important to the world, but more 
important to me was the fact that 
I spent half an hour alone with 
Roosevelt and two whole days 
with Churchill. I would rather 
write of that than of the Atlantic 
Conference. 


That is what I mean by saying 
that this story is as personal’as a 
toothache. Writers and commenta- 
tors who have been in America 
during the past two years are 
much better qualified to write seri- 
ously about the war than are those 
of us who have been at the scene 
of the conflict. 


However, if you want to spend 
some time with Churchill at his 
home and listen to him talk and 
joke over his after-dinner brandy; 
if you wish to come into the Krem- 
lin and meet Stalin and’ Molotov 
and Vyshinsky and Voroshilov; if 
you wish to watch the greatest 
brain surgeon in Russia take in- 
credibly large bits of shrapnel from 
the medulla oblongata; if you wish 
to spend a night in the pubs, in 
the mess and in the air with the 
R. A. F. night fighters; if you 
wish to come behind the scenes 
and listen to our arguments with 
censors in a half-dezen countries; 
if you wish to spend one hellish 
night (if vicariously) watching 
London bombed on the worst night 
of her Gethsemane, the night I 
believe that Britain won the war; 
if you wish to watch the tanks bat- 
tle in the Western Desert; if you

wish to lie in. a three-foot-deep 
trench shuddering as shells falter

you wish to drink with us and 
play with us and argue with us 
in bars from Fleet Street to Cairo 
and if, by any incredible chance, 
you want to know what sort of 
life a, foreign correspondent 
actually lives in war time—why, 
come along. 

Because that is the tenuous tex- 
ture out of which this story is 
made. 

News in England during the 
spring of 1941 was as scarce as 
charity in the heart of a tax col- 
lector. Every operational trip that 
we were allowed to make with the 
Navy or the R. A. F. had been 
covered, everyone of importance 
had been interviewed, and profiles 
of Cabinet officers and generals 
had long since ceased to interest 
either our editors ge public. 

, ee 


There was only one story we 
could not get. None of us had 
interviewed Winston Churchill. 
Churchill had flatly denied himself 
to all of us. In vain we begged 
Brendan Bracken, then his Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, to persuade 
Churchill to hold semi-monthly 
press conferences. 

“The Prime Minister is too busy,” 
Brendan told us. 

“The President has press confer- 
ences twice a week, and he’s pretty 
busy,” we countered. | 

“But the P. M. reports to the 
House of Commons a couple of 
times a week,” Bracken said wear- 
ily. “Any: member can ask him 
any question at any session. You 
fellows represent the public and, 
of course, the President sees you 
in Washington. But members of 


Parliament represent the public‘ 


here in England, and the P. M. 
submits to what amounts to inter- 
views by them every time he en- 
ters the House.” 

It was hard to answer that one. 
Some months before I had writ- 
ten a personality article on the 
King for Collier’s Weekly. 

It was not an interview, and I 
never spoke to the King or met 
him, but I was allowed to trail 
around with him when he visited 
Southampton, following a particu- 
larly vicious blitz on the port. I 
heard him ask intelligent ques- 
tions of those in charge of clear- 
ing the debris from the still smok- 
ing city; I heard him give prac- 


tical advice to men and women 
engaged in fire fighting and res- 
cue work. 

Twelve hours with the King 
gave me a profound respect for 
the shy, tall monarch who ig per- 
haps the hardest working civil 
servant in Britain. I wondered 
if I couldn’t persuade Bracken to 
let me trail around with Churchill 
on one of his tours. By now, 
Churchill was becoming a legend. 
In his own lifetime the legend was 
threatening to obscure one of the 
most fascinating personalities of 
our time. He should be “human- 
ized.” What did he eat and drink? 
How did he spend his leisure 
hours? What did he do for men- 
tal relaxation? This was the ar- 
gument I put up to Brendan, and 
he half-heartedly agreed to see 
what he could do. 

‘He’s very fair, though,” Brack- 
en said, “And if I arranged it 
for you he’d want to know why 
Bill Stoneman or Ed Beattie or 
some. other correspondents were 
excluded,” 


“Tell him I thought of it first,” 
I urged Brendan. 

“Sure, and tell him to make up 
afterwards with the rest of the 
boys,” Bracken said sarcastically. 
“You know we try to treat you 
fellows all the same. . We can’t 
give one man a facility which we 
don’t allow the others.” 

“I just want to follow him 
around some day. I don’t even 
want to meet him. I just want to 
find out what makes him go.”

Since West obviously had 
opened a four card suit, declarer, 
could not establish the diamond 
ten by himself. He had no dia- 
mond left that could be led to- 
ward dummy’s 10-6. Thus the de- 
fenders were in the commanding 
position of being able to cash their 
diamond trick when they saw fit. 
As a matter of fact, Hast could 
have returned any other card of 
his remaining 11 (except the heart 
ten) and declarer would have 
faced a hopeless contract.
